These are the arteries 
on the surface of the heart which sup- 
ply blood to the heart muscle. 


Coronary disease is a common type 


of heart trouble, very severe and po«- 
jibly fatal. It has been noticed that gall- 
bladder disease and coronary heart 
disease often occur tojelher. 


Many times a patient's heart symp- 


toms improve greatly after the removal 
of an infected gallbladder with gall- 
stones. Many patients with a diseased 
gallbladder are also found to have se- 
vere disorders of the coronary arteries. 


The symptoms of both these disease? 


c?n be very similar. The person with 
coronary disease suffers severe chest 
pain below the breast bone—usually 
tight, contracting pains. He is xlso very 
pale, even ashen gray.
